The
grand jury was on hand, and the
presiding judge's charge was clear
concise and tothe point. He im-
pressed upon the jurors the res.
ponsibility of. their position, say-
ing that they possessed more
power than any other body of
men or any individual,

“No bills" were returned in the
cases azainst Jas. L. Meltou,
charged with libel, and Joe Flem-
ming, charged with burglary and
larceny. This last case was the
one of the dispensary robbery,
and as 1t thus stands, there is no
one charged with .the robbery at
all.

John Green plead guilty of the
charge of housebreaking and lar.
ceny and was sentenced to nine
months on the county chain-
gang. ~

The first case tried was that
azainst Joe Hamlin, alias Joe
Holmes, and Willie Young, two
young colored men charged with
housebreakir g and larceny. They
were without counsel and were
found guilty with a recommenda-
tion to mercy, and were sentenced
by Judge Townsend to ten montis
each at hard labot on the county
chaia-gang, or in the State peni
tentiary. The next case was
against Furman Harris, colored,
charged with assault and battery
with intent t» kill and carrying
conceuled weapons. Harris had
had arow with Mr. W. W. Miles,
the marshal at Ecranton, last
Christmas day and shot him
twice. The evidence was almost
all one way, and the jury was out
only a short while when it re
turned a verdict as to the charge
of assault and battery with inteut
to kill. Ilarris was sentenced to
two years at hard labor, or $300
fine. Harris was represented by
Jno. A. Kelly, Eesq. Next follow-
ed the case against Nathan Wil-
liams ane Jno. Kirby, white charg
ed with assault and baltery of a
high and aggravated nature. The
defendants were represented by
Jno. A. Kelly, Esq., and T. M.
Gilland, Esq., appeared for the
State. The assanlt was said to
have been committed upon the
person of Mr. 8. A. Brown. The
jury returned a verdict of guilly.
The counsel requesiec the judge
to be very light in passing sen
tence, owing to the extreme pev-
The sentence
wus one year or $100. The next
and last case was that of Duve D.
Shaw, charged with selling prop-
erty under lien. Capt Kelly also
appeared for this defendant. The
jury was out only a short time
when it retdrped with a verdict of
wnot guilty.”

as profitable in epending a day
fishing with hook and line. For
the last year or so our lakes have
veilded very poor returns for a
day at angling, and we believe
the cause to be that of obstruction
of the stream.

Section 410 of the Revised Sta-
tutes of South Carohna, Vol.2,
reads:

«It shall not be lawful for any
person in the counties of Horry

of the fresh waters, rivers, creeks,
lakes or other streams in said
counties between the 1st dav of
May and the 1st day of September
iu any vear hereafter.” * *
